THERE IS even earlier evidence 
of the Jews' misanthropy.

provinces of your realms, who 
keep themselves apart, whose 
laws are different from the laws of 
every other people, and who do 
not keep Your Majesty's laws.

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NEW APPROACHES TO MENTAL HEALTH 


The Ezrat Nashim Hospital — now known officially as the Jerusalem Mental Health Centre — will begin the celebration of its 80th 
anniversary year next month. REX DALNY reports on a visit to the Centre, a pioneer in occupational therapy for mental patients, 


THE CHANGE OF NAME of the 
institution in Jerusalem dedicated 
tothe care of the mentaily ill from 
"Barat Nashim"' to “The 
Jerusalem Menta] Health Centre" 
was not due to a desire to be 
modish or grand — on the con- 
trary, giving up a name hallowed 
by tradition was not casy. But It 
wus Important to correct a belief 
"that the hospitat waa a strictly 
women's affair. Half the patients 
are men; members of the board 
are not chosen for their sex. 
Altering the name also implied 
4 change of attitude. Five years 
ago Dr. Samuel 1. Cohen, on sab- 
batical leave from London 
University, became the acting 
medical director; he was at the 
helm when the hospital moved to 
its new buildings in Givat Shaul. 
Perhaps more important even 
than the niodern imposing struc- 
ture was the Introduction by Dr, 
Cohen of a new philosophy: he 
opened up the hospital. Bars on 
windows were out; the entire ap- 
proach to the mentally sick chang- 
ed. ᾿ 
This process was carried 
further by the director appointed 
three years ago. Millon Rosen- 
baum, Professor of Paychlatry in 
the Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine and the Bronx 
Municipal Hospital Centre, had 
already established firm tles in 
Israel. He had come ag a visiting 
professor on several occasions, 
and had served as director of the 
Paul Baerwald School, while 
retaining his poat in New York, 
‘One of the firat innovations he 
intraduced was in Ward Four, 
Here he found the forgotten men 
and women, placed in the hospital 
as incurable 80 to 40 years ago, 
and left there to moulder ever 
since. Some families were reliev- 
ed to have offloaded a hopeless 
. problem. Most of these patients 
had lost all contact with their 
familles or the outside world. 
Professor Resenbaum insisted, 
against considerable opposition, 
that those still young enough to do 
so should go out into the world 
onee more. 
So the patients came timidly 
:,forth ‘Into ‘a strange new, world, 


-: .with different coinage, buses, ᾿ 
| Streeta, dress. Rip van Winkle'a 


experience was nothing compared 
with theirs. They learned how to 
handle money, buy food. Some 
‘went to Belt Shalom, a “halfway 
house” which works closely with 
the Medical Health Centre, A few 
are living ‘‘on the outside,” The 
experiment has succeeded beyond 
even Milion Rosenbaum's op- 
timistie hopes. es eda 
Another change indicated by 
the proud new name is the widon- 
ing of the scope of the inatitution's 
work. Advisers cooperate with 
other mental and soctal agencies 
in Jerusalem, such as the Depart-

Haiav, Kupat Holim, the 
hospitals, the police.

A community mental 
health clinic was established two 
or three years ago. 


TODAY a mental hospital is nota 
place in which the disturbed are 
deposited by their families, either 
with great sorrow or with relief, 
and left indefinitely. The average 
stay is now two to six weeks. 
Apart from Ward Four, the 
hospital has three other wards, 
two for the acutely sick, one for 
preparing patients to leave the in- 
. stitution. The Mental Health Cen- 
tre has been granted univeraity 
status, and students from the 
Hebrew University — Hadassah 
Hospital Medical School are sent 
there on courses. 

On admission, patients are 
assessed for occupational therapy 
as well as for medical treatment. 
The aim is to keep them off their 
beds, doing something with their 
hands and feet and brains. In ad- 
dition to the usual forms of oe- 
cupational therapy, such as pain- 
ting and weaving, the men do 
metalwork and other vocational 
jobs. 

Some patients work at simple 
tasks, like fixing labels on matza 
, packets. They get paid for their 
j labour. Hard-core cases are fin- 
ding that for the first time in years 
they are not only on the receiving 
end; they can buy little presents 
-. for thelr visitors. 

“Wo give them a feeling that 
they are loved and needed in the 
world," says Bernice Wix, coor- 
dinator of the Centre's volunteer 
service, ‘'Lhat they are not 
forgolten and ignored." 

The large group of volunteers 
“adopt” specific patients, as well 
os helping to raise funda for the in- 
atitution. The distinguished 
leading volunteer is Mra. Sarah 
Herzog, widow of the famous 
Chief Rabbi. She was President of 
Ezrat Nashim for _ several 
decades; now she is Honoraty 
; -. President, and is described by 
cos.

NO GROUP in thls country has s0 
eaught the Imagination of the 
public as Hagavkash Hahiver — 
“The Pale Tracker'' — the three- 
man comedy team that somehow 
taps the authentic springs of 
Israeli humour. You have only to 
say ‘‘Hagashash” te provoke the 
conditioned reflex of a laugh as 
your listeners wait for you to 
quote some new example of their 
enrichment of our cultural life.

(This would be the function of a 
truth In advertising law, if 
Israel had one, which it doesn't 
yet.) 

Even a product which is not 
genera}ly harmful to health, Mra. 
Kurt cautions, may produce an 
allergic reaction in some people. 
And there are a few products es- 
pecially likely to trigger allergic 
senaitivity, and these are re- 
quired to carry specia) warnings. 
Certain anti-perspirants and 
after-shave preparations fall into 
this category. 

I was recently impressed with 
the prompt action of the Phar- 
maceutical department in dealing 
with two products [1 brought to 
Mra, Kurtz's attention, Both were 
toothpastes flavoured for 
children. ‘'Piccolo — Onel 
Laboratories" had no address and 
no Hebrew labelling. The 
Ministry traced it toa small Haifa 
manufacturer, whose licence for 
it had expired at the end of 1971. 
Some 500 tubes werd ordered to 
be removed from the market, and 
the manufacturer must reapply 
for a licence {f he wishes to 
resume production.

creams and lotions, deodorants, 
toothpastes, shaving = prepa.

sorts. Toilet soaps nnd perfumes, 
however, fall within the province 
of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, because of its 
traditional controls over alcohol 
and its by-products. To me, it 
would seem more logical to place 
soaps and scents, too, under the 
control of the Health Minlstry. 

All in all, there are aome 4,000 
cosmetica products under Health 
Ministry supervision, which 
covers imports as well as local 
manufactures. Nevertheless, Mrs. 
Kurtz points out that there are 
undoubtedly some cosmetics sold 
in Israel without proper inspec- 
tion, These, she says, are either 
the goods of amall under-the-table 
manufacturers, or foreign goods 
amuggled in by sallors. 

If a consumer is dubious about 
the contents of any cosmetic 
product, he is Invited to submit a 
sample or description of it to his* 
nearest Health Ministry regional 
office, 

Obviously, it would make the 
consumer's life easter if every ap- 
proved cosmetic product carried 
some recognizable mark showing 
that it has passed Ministry inspec- 
tion — something similar to the 
tav teken (standards label) issued 
by the Standards Inatitution to ap- 
proved electrical appliances. 
Such an idea has been discussed 
in the Health Ministry, but ao far 
has not been adopted.
